Actually, I am pretty excited about this! As I described 
in our April and June newsletters, like most large 
churches, since our 1 1 :00 AM service is consistently full, 
we are going to have three Sunday morning services be- 
ginning August 30 th in addition to our Saturday evening 
service. Because we learned in the mid^O's here at 
FCLC (with our old sanctuary) that having a middle ser- 
vice "competing" with the "Education Hour" tends to 
"split" families during that hour, I therefore believe 
that we need a 15-minute "sacrifice" from all of us, 



moving our current schedule 15 minutes later; moving the 
8:30 AM worship to 8:45 AM, the 9:45 AM education time 
to 10:00 AM, and the 11:00 AM worship to 11:15 AM... 
ADDING a new 45 minute early service at 7:45 AM. I 
know that sounds EARLY, but up until just three years 
ago, this church ALWAYS had an 8:00 AM service. Again, 
this would be a "15 minute sacrifice" for those who have 
had a history of worshiping at 8:00 AM. 

As I mentioned in the April newsletter, here is what I be- 
lieve we would end up with; about 75 worshipers on Sat- 
urdays at 5:30 PM;

about 75 worshipers at the 7:45 AM service; about 250 at our 8:45 AM service, 
and about 250 at our 1 1 :1 5 AM service. That is potentially about 650 worship- 
ers per weekend, while our current average is 550. That opens a lot of op- 
portunity for worship growth...until we believe God is calling us to build a 
new sanctuary. Indeed, if the Saturday service were to grow to 100 worship- 
ers, 7:45 AM grow to 100 worshipers, 8:45 AM grow to 300 worshipers, and 
1 1 :15 AM grow to 300 worshipers that would be 800 worshipers per weekend... 
all without spending a dime . Yea! Thanks for your prayers as we seek God's 
will for our ministry. 

Jesus says, "Go make disciples," and I bet the growth of the early church was 
a bit threatening for at least some of the disciples. Let's face it, a lot of 
churches struggle to grow, and it may very well be that they simply were not 
willing to make the sacrifices necessary to welcome "seekers" and new wor- 
shipers. So, this will make Sunday mornings a little longer, but not dramati- 
cally longer - the morning will start about 45 minutes earlier for our musicians 
than our current schedule. But again, it is not so long ago that our early ser- 
vice was at 8:00 AM. Change is often hard, but I believe this is a "cross" that 
we can "bear," as God continues to bless and grow our ministry. 

"BOLD NEW VISION" FOR SUNDAY SERVANTS 

Can you imagine if Nanette had to recruit a new and different set of Sunday 
school teachers week after week September through May? It would be a 
scheduling nightmare, right? And can you imagine if Dawn had to recruit a 
new and different choir week after week September through May? That would 
be a scheduling nightmare, too, right? Such is the case with our current sched- 
uling of Sunday servants. In contrast, teachers and choir members commit to 
serving on a weekly basis for the school year - and many of them joyfully 
serve year after year. 

So... here is what we are looking for: servants who would commit to serving on 
a weekly basis September through May, like our Sunday School teachers and 
choir. The facts are that we have been blessed to have many of you here 95% 
of the time in worship - why not serve for a season (school year or summer)? 
BUT WHAT IF YOU ARE SICK OR ON VACATION???????? No problem! That is why 
God created (drum roll please)...substitutes!!! We are confident that we can 
provide a long list of substitutes for all of our Sunday servants! Here is the 
good news - we are already more than 75% there in recruiting Sunday servants 
for this next school year. We will recruit a whole new crew for next summer 
and then a whole new crew for the following school year - again, much as 
church Sunday school programs work. Trust me; this will VASTLY simplify the 
scheduling nightmare we have created. Let's give it a try! It's part of 
"bearing the cross" and serving the Lord. 

THE ELCA CHURCHWIDE ASSEMBLY 

The assembly is scheduled in Minneapolis on August 17 th - 23 rd . Please be in 
prayer for our leaders and delegates for this assembly. You can follow along 
at www.elca.org . Once again, the assembly will be voting on several sexual- 
ity proposals. My sense is that many of us at FCLC (see www.wordalone.org ) 
would prefer that the ELCA maintain current policies and practices with refer- 
ence to these matters, but we will see what happens. While I believe that 
the Bible calls us to welcome "all (of us!) sinners," sadly, some churches 
don't welcome everyone. Nevertheless, I also believe that the biblical view 
of marriage in Genesis 1 and 2, John 2, and Ephesians 5 is at odds with Holly- 
wood's view of marriage. So, we must pray. Regardless, I do believe we can 
faithfully march forward in our ministry no matter what happens at the as- 
sembly. Few "families" agree on all matters and such is the case with our 
ELCA "family."
